LONGVIEW (Tex.,) May 23.—At $ 
o’clock this afternoon two rough-look+ 
ing men walked into the First National 
Bank, one with a Winchester. He 
handed the following note to President 
Joe Clemmens: 

‘HOME, May 23. 

To First National Bank, Longview? 
.This will introduce to you Charles 
Specklemeyer, who wants some money, 
and is going to have it. 

(Signed) B. AND F. G, 

It was written in pencil in a fairly 
good hand on the back of a printed 
poster. The bank cashier thought it 
was an importunate subscription to 
some charity entertainment and started 
to donate, when the robber pointed his 
Winchester at him and told him to hold 
up. he other robber rushed into the 
side door and grabbed the cash. Tom, 
Clemmens and the other bank officials 
were ordered to hold up their hands, 
The robbers hurriedly emptied the 
vaults, securing $2000 in $10 bills, nine 
$20 bills, and seven unsigned Longview 
banknotes, which may lead to detec- 
tion. 

While this was going on, two of‘the | 
robbers were in the rear alley of the 
bank shooting at every one who ap- 
peared, and were being fired on by, 
City Marshal Muckley and Deputy Will 
Stevens. The firing made the robbers 
in the bank very nervous, and they 
hurried the bank officials out and told 
them to run to their horses and to 
mount. ° This was done in order to 
‘keep the posse from shooting, but as 
the bullets flew thick and fast, the 
men tore loose and ran around the 
corner with several shots after them. 
George Buckingham, who was shooting 
at the robbers, was shot and killed, 
While he was down, the robbers shot 
at him Several times.’

league will require assurance of adher- 
ence to the free coinage of silver and 
gold at 16 to 1, and a pledge that if a 
bill providing for such coinage is passed 
by Congress, and vetoed by ‘the Presi- 
dent, they will work and vote to pass 


the bill over the President’s veto; that 


if the election of the President is 
thrown into the House they will vote 
only for the person in favor of free 
coinage; denounce the present system 


of national banks as the monumental | 


monopoly of the. nineteenth century; 


‘recommend the enactment of a system 


of currency that will insure a per 
capita circulation of $50, to be made 
up by the free coinage of silver and 
gold at 14 to 1, and the issue of 
treasury notes; assert the discontinu- 
ance of the issuance of the silver 
money and the repletion of the treas- 
ury by bond issues is burdensome on 
the masses; declares that it is the duty 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to 
coin the bullion now in the treasury, 
and to pay interest on the public debt 
with silver, and demand the issue of 


$450,000,000 of non-interest-bearing notes 


of small denominations. 

A resolution was adopted arraigning 
Congress for legislation which, it was 
burdened the people by benefit- 
ting the creditor class at the expense 
of the producing class, the issues of 
interest bearing bonds and demoneti- 
zation of silver being especially de- 
nounced. . _..

It followed strictly the course 
marked out by PreSident Cleveland in 
his letter of acceptance. This was not 
a free-trade measure, but a longer step 
for free trade than either the Mills bil! 
or the tariff act of 1883. It was Demo- 
cratic because it reduced taxation to 
the requirements of the government. 
It was not perfect, but it was the most 
logical, most fair, broadest and most 
timely, and would prove the most ad- 


vantageous tariff legislation raised 
since the Republican party sprang into 
existence. 


Senator Gorman denied that any 
trust had dictated any part of any 
schedule. Justice to Louisiana required 
the retention of the sugar bounty. That 
the Sugar Trust had thriven under the 
Republican tariff there could be no 
question. Whether it would prosper 
under the new bill remained to be seen. 

Senator Gorman deplored the fasten- 
ing of the income tax on the tariff bill, 
but said that he knew the majority of 
his Democratic colleagues differed from 
him, ‘and he would vote for the bill. 
Senator Gorman was applauded from 
the galleries, and many of the Senators

SOUTH SEA WAR. 


Another Conflict Imminent in Samoa When 
the Monowai Left. 

AUCKLAND (New Zealand,) May. 
23.—(By Australian Cable, Associated 
Press, Copyright, 1894.) The steamship 
Monawai, which left Samoa May 17, 
brings important news. When she 
sailed a large proportion of the gov- 
ernment army had ‘been sent to the 
front, and the rebels were massed on 
the Atua battlefield.

It was understood, how-+- 
ever, that the commanders of these 
vesels were without orders from their 
governments as how to act in case of 
an emergency. The attitude of the 
rebels was defiant, and it is expected 
that an engagement has ‘been fought 
batore now.

Bad State of Affairs Developed in the Depart- 
ment. 
The Fire Commission met yesterday, 
all the members being present, except 
Mr. Wirsching. 


The fesignation of Charles Harrison, 
@s driver of Park hose, was received 
accepted. 

K. Jeffries, of engine company No. 4, 
presented charges against Engineer J. 
°w. Heany of the same company. The 
charges were that Heany had been 
@uilty of insubordination, and had 
heen a general disturber in the depart- 
ment, also that through his actions the 
company had on several occasions 
failed to do good and efficient fire duty. 

Heany presented charges against Jef- 
fries, stating a number of instances of 
@lleged inefficiency or neglect, which 
ons in brief were as follows: 

bruary 10, lost two minutes by being 
@bsent from the engine-house when an 
@iarm came in. On the way to the 
Mire he stopped at a plug more than a 
mile from the fire, and lost about one 
more minute; April 11, he came down 
mot properly clothed when responding 
tO an alarm, and lost about two min- 
utes in sending a sub-callman back 
after his clothes; April 15, he neglected 
to snap the collar on one of the horses, 
and as a result the harness fell, thereby 
fosing about three minutes; May 3, 
~2 told him to turn on Eighteenth street, 
@nd he passed it. I told him to take 
the plug at Main and Washington 
Streets, and instead he ran past it to 
Highteenth and Main streets, where 
he found another engine had ‘the plug, 
-“and so had to return to Main and 
Washington streets. Engine company 
Wo. 5 had water on the fire before we 
took the plug; he is also guilty of vio- 
lating the rules in that he has been 
filthy about the engine-house. 

Assistant Chief McMahon presented 
» eharges against certain members of the 
department, which, summarized, were 
as follows: . 

“TI charge Engineer William -Stoermer 
of engine company No. 2-with insubor- 
dination in that at a fire on Macy 
street, on May 14, he refused to obe 
my orders and utterly ignored my pres- 
ence. At a fire on May 17 he paid no 
attention to me or my orders. Engine- 
‘house No. 2, which is under his charge, 
is made the headquarters of the dis- 
turbing element in the department, and 
here, under his advice, all the trouble 
is hatched out; he frequently leaves 
the engine-house -unguarded, contrary 
to the rules of the department and. 
comes and goes to suit himself. 

“I also charge Charles Casey, driver 
of engine company No. 2, with insubor- 
dination in that he constantly aids and 
a@bets said Stoermer in all of his acts 
of disobedience and contempt for me 
and my authority and in obeying the 
orders of said Stoermer, contrary to 


ine. 

*“T also charge Engineer John Heany 
of engine company No. 4 with insubor-: 
Gination and condu@t prejudicial to 
harmony and discipline. If I visit the 
engine-house where he is located he 
refuses to recognize me. He is con- 
Stantly quarreling with other members 
of the company and uses profane lan- 
fuage. He keeps his engine in poor 
Gondition and fails to do good fire duty. 
He positively declares he will not ring 
the house-bell to call the men in case 
of fires and refuses to direct the drivers 
Where to go.”’ |

H. C. Vignes on Trial for Perjury — Court 
Notes—New Suits. 
The trial of H. C. Vignes, ex-deputy 
sheriff, on the. charge of perjury, was 
begun yesterday in Department One, 
and by evening nearly all the evidence 
for the prosecution had been put in. 
Vignes was first accused’ by the 
grand jury of ‘wilful misconduct in of- 
fice. It was said that he: ‘had made 
promises to a certain prisoner, named 
Ewing, who was under his ¢harge at 
the County Jail, that he would ‘secure 
for him a light sentence if he would 
‘pay $20 for the service. As soon as” 
Sheriff Cline heard that Vignes’s con- 
duct was under scrutiny he revoked 
the deputy’s appointment, hence there 
was no need to bring up a hearing on 
the cause of removal from office. Vig- 
nes, however, intended to insist that 
such a hearing be had, but the jury 
soon brought in an indictment charging 
him with perjury. It was true that 
Ewing did not plead guilty in the Su- 
perior Court, and that he was sen- 
tenced to two years’ imprisonment in 
San Quentin. After he received his 
sentence he was visited by Attorney 
Kemp, who was instrumental in work- 
ing up the case against the deputy 
sheriff. Vignes denied before’ the 
grand jury that he had-~ever made such 
a bargain with Ewing, but as Cleve- 
land, a friend of the boy, eorroborated 
the accusation made by Bwing, the in- 
dictment twas prepared. 
Cleveland and Bwing were both on 
the witness stand yesterday, and, while 
the testimony of the wea@kaminded con- 
vict was there
